REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE/EXAMINER'S COMMENTS 

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of 
limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 (JSC 102 or 103. Specifically, in reference to 
independent claim 19 (and its dependents), none of the prior art either alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of the claimed structure for use in a projection exposure 
system specifically including, as the distinguishing features in combination with the 
other limitations the claimed "a supporting structure for supporting said projection lens 
assembly and bearing the weight of said projection lens assembly, said weight of said 
projection lens assembly including at least the combined weight of said housing and 
said plurality of optical elements, and a plurality of supporting elements, each respective 
one of which forms part of a respective one of a plurality of connections through which 
said housing is connected to said supporting structure and through which said weight of 
said projection lens is transferred to said supporting structure in such a way that 
supporting forces generated by said supporting structure as a result of said transfer of 
said weight of said projection lens assembly are taken up by a pressure force and a 
shear force which act on at least one of said supporting elements".
